6. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the old 
highway, leading from Mountain road, near the house of 
James G, Trickey, to pasture land of Plummer B. Corson.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of Raymond: 


GENTLEMEN—We have been very free from contagious 
diseases for the past year. No cases of measles or scarla- 
tina have been reported. 7 

No epidemics, as all cases were confined to one or two 
houses. Our sewerage problem is just as heretofore re- 
ported. I think that the inhabitants, as a whole, are awak- 
ened to the fact that sanitary surroundings are very neces- 
sary to the health of the individual. A few cases of viola- 
tions have been reported and abated. Our water supply is 
still good. The last chemical analysis was extremely grati- 
fying. While we may sometime be obliged to move the 
location of the wells, I fear that, in lieu of the fact that we 
have no trouble whatever with any disease that icould 
possibly be traced to the water supply, we can afford to 
wait a while before attempting any radical change. 

I would call the attention of the officials to the fact that 
they should be doubly sure that there are no leaks at the 
source, and also that the standpipe should be cleaned as 
often as expedient. 

Our death rate has been much less than in 1921, nearly all 
cases being from chronic diseases,

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. © 


T'o the Raymond School Board: 


Herewith I have the honor of presenting my second annual 
school report. 

The Raymond schools are steadily and reasonably improv- 
ing as the various items discussed in this report will show. 

At the close of the school year last June the teachers of the 
different schools made reports to me of the work accomplished 
during the year. ‘The teachers’ work had been under my con- 
stant supervision. The requirements of both the State Depart- 
ment of Education, and of the local board were satisfactorily 
met. 

Since my last report, the Raymond /High school, because of 
its efficient work, has received the privilege from the New 
England College Entrance Certificate Board to send specimen 
students to college on certificate. This means that last year’s 
graduates were admitted to college without having to take 
entrance examinations. 

Every member of last year’s graduating class is pursuing 
studies in a higher institution of learning. 'Two have gone 
to Normal School, and three to college. If these specimen 
students will make good, the Raymond High School will be 
placed on the permanent lst of approved high schools. 
Judging from the quality of work which the graduates in 
question have done at college during the first term, there is no 
doubt but that our ambition will be realized. 

Since last year the curricula offered by the High School 
have been enlarged by the addition of a Commercial Course. 
There are about a dozen pupils taking the course. This shows 
that a worth-while demand is being satisfied. 
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Graduates from our Commercial Department will have a 
liberal education, superior to that of a Business College 
where nothing ‘but purely business courses: are offered. Our 
Commercial Course offers not only training in Bookkeeping, 
Commercial Arithmetic, Economics and Business Practices, 
but in Domestic Arts for girls, Manual Training for boys, 
with further instruction in Mathematics, Sciences, Lan- 
guages, and English branches. Any one graduating from this 
department will be admitted to New Hampshire State Col- 
lege, and may take work leading to the B. S. degree. 

The equipment of the Commercial department is entirely 
new. The room which was formerly used by the school 
board and the Superintendent is now known as the “Com- 
mercial room.” ‘This was made necessary by the fact that 
the registration of pupils in all the schools this year is over 
two hundred, and are all in one building. Sooner or later 
more accomodations must be provided. Judging from the 
past generosity, and pride which Raymond takes in its 
school, it seems reasonable to believe that at the opportune 
time the school district will vote the necessary funds to 
bring about that which is both desirable and necessary. — 

The school organization this year is the best ever had. 
The Elementary grades are taught by Normal school gradu> 
ates. The fifth and sixth grades, or Grammar school, in the 
past have been taught by several teachers from other depart- 
ments, thus lacking oneness of purpose. This year these 
two grades are in charge of one teacher, enjoying obvious 
advantages. The work of the high school is more systema- 
tized. An attempt has been made to departmentalize the 
school, with the result that there is a teacher for Mathema- 
tics and Sciences, one for English and Latin, one for French 
and History, one for Domestic Arts, and two part-time 
teachers for Commercial subjects and Manual Training. 
This arrangement eliminates the demand oftentimes made 
upon teachers to teach a conglomeration of unrelated sub- 
jects, which is too much to expect, and unfortunate for the 
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scholars subjected to that form of torture instead of in- 
struction, 

I have devoted a fair portion of my time to the super- 
vision of classroom work. I have called teachers’ meetings, 
on which occasions I have felt at liberty to make criticisms, 
and request changes conducive to better results. 

Several times I have appeared before the student body to 
call their attention to the policies of the school, and to the 
aims which young people should bear in mind while in the 
process of acquiring an education. 

We educate young people not merely to cultivate their 
minds or to make them intellectual curiosities. We teach 
Mathematics to make boys and girls better farmers, better 
mechanics, better merchants. We teach Sciences to make 
boys and girls good nurses, good druggists, good doctors, 
good chemists. We teach literature to give boys and girls 
an opportunity to understand and appreciate the best emo- 
tions, the noblest thoughts, and the highest ideals of the 
race. We teach History and Government to make our 
future citizens intelligent voters, worthy legislators, and 
promoters of American civilization. Our aim is to make 
schools practical workshops which shall turn out practical 
people, who shall face the world as it is and will make it 
what it ought to be. 

A word concerning student activities; last spring a base- 
ball league was organized by the high schools of Raymond, 
Epping, Northwood, and Hampstead. While Raymond did 
not secure the trophy our school made a creditable show, 
coming out third as regards the number of games won. It 
is my hope that the league will be revived next spring. 

The girls’ basket-ball team did exceptionally good work 
winning ninety per cent of the games played, 

Interclass debating was practiced which aroused consider- 
able interest among the high school pupils. 

A prize speaking-contest was held which was open to the 
high school pupils. Too small a number took part. How- 
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ever the ones who did speak revealed a great deal of talent, 
Rachel Shepard of Epping received a silver loving cup as 
the prize in the contest. 

Several socials were held in the assembly room. A’ play 
was presented on one occasion. More should be done to 
develop the social aspect of our school. ‘All work’ and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy.” 

Money to defray graduation expenses was raised by giv- 
ing a play entitled, “The New Tutor.” <A considerable sum 
of money was realized from the advertisements included in 
the program for the “Junior Graduation.” 

We had a “Tag Day” to raise money to support athletics. 
We thank very kindly the general public who supported us 
so generously in our appeals for aid. 

“The Merchant of Venice’ presented by the graduating 
class of the Junior high school, and the publication of the 
“Pine Cone,” our school magazine were perhaps the greatest 
achievements of student activities last year. 

It goes without saying that the success of these enter- 
prises was chiefly due to the loyal co-operation and work 
of the teachers, the zeal of the scholars, and the leadership 
of school officials. 

On the evening of December 13th, 1922, the Raymond 
schools gave a demonstration of school work in the assem- 
bly hall before a large audience of interested citizens. Every — 
teacher taught a lesson’ in some line of work in his or her 
department. The Superintendent spoke on the subject of 
“Education Week.’ Miss Osgood of the Domestic Arts 
department had her girls serve refreshments to all the 
visitors. This event gave the Raymond people an oppor- 
tunity to see the various schools at work. The general im- 
pression went out that Raymond has good schools. 

Among the things which the Raymond School Board has 
done, one deserves special mention. The tuition for pupils 
from out of town has been kept down to forty dollars a 
year, which is about two-thirds of what schools no better 
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than Raymond’s are charging for the same services. In 
some cases children are carried for other towns without 
added expense either to the pupil’s parents or town. 

One thing which has ever stimulated and raised scholar- 
ship among pupils is the giving of prizes for excellence 
in specific subjects, and general scholarship. The Raymond 
people would be doing a great deal to promote excellence 
in school work, if they should give money to establish a 
fund for this purpose, or perhaps made small gifts of 
money every year to secure prizes. The best time to present 
the prizes would be at graduation. The superintendent 
would be very much pleased to hear from interested people, 
who may become interested in the suggestion, If the plan 
should materialize, the funds may be kept in a bank, in 
charge of a permanent treasurer appointed by the School 
Board. | 

It goes without saying that everything which is worth 
while costs time, money, and effort. It also goes without 
saying that we could do without these things, and apparently 
save money. But let me emphasize the word apparently. 
Being penny wise and pound foolish never brought pros- 
perity. Without the education and training described above, 
resulting from the expenditures involved, our country would 
not be progressive, and prosperous. We must invest before 
we may share dividends. 

Who would care to go back to the bad old days of igno- 
rance, procrastination, and superstition to enjoy the benefit 
of apparent economy? Shall we exchange our engines of 
various types for the wheelbarrow? Shall we exchange our 
electric lights for the tallow candle? Shall we exchange our 
telephones, wireless, and radio for the foot-messenger of 
old? Shall we exchange our modern, well constructed, well 
furnished school buildings for the little red schoolhouse of 
song and story? I hear the country’s voice echo and re- 
echo, No! Let progress reign supreme! 

I am thankful for the fine co-operation of the teachers; 
and the moral support of the boys, and girls, and the citizens 
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of Raymond. I also appreciate the kind and courteous 
way in which the school board have dealt with me, and 
their share in our work to promote the educational welfare 
of the Raymond school district.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN, - 


To the Honorable School Board and Superintendent of 
Schools of Raymond. 


GENTLEMEN: 

As School Physician of the Town of Raymond, I beg to sub- 
mit the following report. I find the pupils, on the whole, in 
splendid condition. I think that the system of school in- 
spection is bearing fruit by interesting the children in their 
personal appearance and general health. ‘They are all neat 
and tidy and show that they are following our instructions 
as to what a child can do to keep himself in good condition. 

As to the teeth; we have a hard proposition, about which 
to decide; as the first teeth almost invariably decay, and are 
always lost, and owing to the fact that it is next to impossible 
to get a young child into the dentist office and almost im- 
possible for the doctor to fix the teeth as they should be fixed, 
and having to lose them in a few months, | feel that we 
should concern ourselves more especially with the second: 
dentition. 

The pupils of twelve years of age and over have good teeth 
and show that they are taking good care of them. In our 
report we are obliged to note a defect if it is only one little 
cavity, just the same as though the whole mouth was in- 
volved. 

I have endeavored to call the attention of the pupil to the 
defects that, in my opinion call for immediate attention. 

Now as to the tonsils, I find a very few that call for opera- 
tive interference. Almost every tonsil atrophies at the age 
of twelve or fifteen years, andj unless they cause trouble at an 
earlier age I am not in sympathy with the removal of the 
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organ as a routine practice. If the tonsils interfere with the 
breathing of the child, have them removed. 

In regard to the more important diseases, viz., Malnutri- 
tion, Scrofula, Tuberculosis, I find none. I think we have 
reason to congratulate ourselves on the general appearance of 
the future generation. 

While I think the system of school ReDACHON may be im- 
proved I fully believe that the routine examination of the 
pupils is, as I said before, bearing fruit in interesting the 
scholar in his general appearance and health. With our fine 
location, splendid building, a fine corps of teachers, I feel 
that we are progressing in a very satisfactory manner.
